BILL 



TO 

Confirm certain Provisional Orders of the Local 
Government Board for Ireland relating to the 
County Borough of Belfast and the Urban 
Districts of Enniskillen and Pembroke. • 

W HEREAS the Local Government Board for Ireland 
(hereinafter referred to as “ the Local Government 
Board ”) have made the Provisional Orders set out in the 
schedule hereto under the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 
5 1878 to 1919 : 

And whereas it is requisite that the said Orders 
should be confirmed by Parliament and that the provisions 
herein contained should be enacted with reference to 
those Orders : 

XO Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent 
Majesfy by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal and Commons in this present 
Parliament assembled and by the authority of the same 
as follows : — 

15 1. The Orders set out in the schedule hereto are 

hereby confirmed and all the provisions thereof shall have 
full validity and force. 

2. The Council of the urban district of Pembroke 
shall not under the powers of the Order relating to that 
20 district and hereby confirmed purchase or acquire in any 
urban district any house which on the fifteenth day of 
December last was occupied either wholly or partially 
by thirty or more persons belonging to the working class 
as tenants or lodgers or except with the . consent of the 
25 Local Government Board any house which was not so 
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occupied on the said fifteenth day of December but has 
been or shall be subsequently so occupied. 

If the said urban district council acquire or appro- 
priate any house or houses for the purposes of the said 
Order in contravention of the foregoing provisions they 5 
shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred pounds in 
respect of every such house which penalty shall be 
recoverable by the Local Government Board by action 
in the High Court and shall be carried to and form 
part of the Consolidated Bund of the United Kingdom 10 
Provided that the Court may if it think fit reduce such 
penalty. 

Por the purposes of • this section the expression 
“ house ” means any house or part of a house occupied 
as a separate dwelling and the expression “working 15 
class ” means mechanics artizans labourers and others 
working for wages hawkers costermongers persons not 
working for wages but working at some trade or handi- 
craft without employing others except members of their 
own families and persons other than domestic servants 20 
whose income does not exceed an average of thirty 
shillings a week and the families of any of such persons 
who may be residing with them. 

3. Bor the purposes of section six of the Government 

of Ireland Act 1090 this Act and the Orders hereby 25 
confirmed shall respectively be deemed to be an Act 
passed and Orders made prior to the appointed day. 

4. This Act may be cited as the Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Provisional Orders Confirmation Act 1921.

COUNTY BOROUGH OE BEDFAST. 

Provisional Order for altering Scales of Stallages Rents 
Tolls and Charges for use of Markets and Weighbridges . 

5 WHEREAS the Lord Mayor, Aldermen [and Burgesses of 
tlie City of Belfast (in this Order referred to as “ the corpora- 
tion ”) are the urban sanitaiy authority for the urban sanitary 
district consisting of the County Borough of Belfast : 

And whereas by section 286 of an Act passed in the 
10 Eighth and Ninth years of the reign of Her late Majesty Queen 
Victoria entitled “ An Act for the improvement of the Borough 
of Belfast” (hereinafter called the Act of 1845) the Corporation 
were empowered to demand and take from any person occupying 
or using any stand stall shed or place in any Market' Place or 
15 Market Places established by the corporation or bringing or 
buying therein any cattle animals goods provisions articles or 
things such stallage rents and tolls as the corporation should 
from time to time think reasonable and direct not exceeding 
in any case the amount set forth in the Schedule (E) to the 
20 said Act annexed : 

And whereas by section 287 of the Act of 1845 it was 
provided that it should be lawful for any person appointed to 
attend any of the Weighing Houses or Places for weighing or 
measuring any article sold in any of the said Markets by weight 
25 or measure to demand and take such tolls as the corporation 
should from time to time think reasonable and direct not 
exceeding in any case the amount set forth in the aforesaid 
Schedule : 

And whereas by section ,288 of the Act of 1845 it was 
30 provided that it should be lawful for any person for the time 
being appointed to attend any of the machines provided by the 
corporation for weighing waggons carts or carriages to demand 
and receive from the person requiring the same to be weighed 
such tolls as the corporation might think reasonable and direct 
35 not exceeding in any case the amount set forth in the aforesaid 
Schedule : 

And whereas by section 28 of an Act passed in the Tenth 
and Eleventh years of the reign of Her late Majesty Queen 
Victoria entitled “ An Act for the further improvement of the 
4,0 Borough of Belfast ” (hereinafter called the Act of 1847) it 
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was enacted that all the powers and provisions contained in 
the Act of 1845 relating to Markets and Fairs Weighing and 
Measuring and to the Tolls to he demanded and taken therein 
contained in Schedule (E) thereunto annexed should apply as 
well to the Markets purchased under the Act of 1845 and the 5 
Act of 1847 and to the Weighing and Measuring Houses thereof 
as to the Markets and Weighing Houses and Places under those 
Acts to be established by the said corporation anything in 
anywise to the contrary notwithstanding : 

And whereas by section 45 of the Belfast Improvement Act 10 
1884 the corporation were empowered to levy tolls in respect to 
the sale of goods provisions articles or things sold by sample 
in any Market under their control and not conveyed within the 
limits of such Market in any waggon cart or carriage and it 
was provided by the same section that the tolls to be so levied 15 
should not exceed one-half of the tolls from time to time levied 
upon the sale of the like goods provisions articles or things 
conveyed within the limits of the Market in any waggon cart 
or carriage : 

And whereas by section 40 of the Belfast Corporation Act 20 
1899 (hereinafter called the Act of 1899) it was provided that 
it should be lawful for the corporation to erect and establish at 
or near the entrances to the City or in such other places as the 
corporation might deem expedient toll-houses or buildings with 
all necessary weighbridges machines and apparatus at which 25 
any person bringing commodities liable to payment of market 
tolls or charges into the City might pay any tolls or charges 
which but for the said enactment would have been payable 
only at a market of the corporation and that any such payment 
should be deemed to be a payment at such market and should 30 
be leviable by the corporation accordingly : and it was by the 
same section provided that nothing in the section contained 
should he deemed construed or taken to authorise the erection 
or establishment of any toll-house or building as aforesaid on 
any portion of the Estate of the Belfast Harbour Commissioners 35 
or the levying of any toll or charge on any commodity save 
those already authorised by the local Acts referred to in the 
Act of 1899 or to create any liability for toll or charge other 
than existing under the said local Acts : 

And whereas by sections 1 and 2 of “The Belfast Order 40 
1908 ” made by the Local Government Board for Ireland on the 
26th March 1908 and confirmed by the Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Provisional Orders Confirmation (No. 3) Act 
1908 (hereinafter called the confirming Act) the corpora- 
tion were empowered at any toll -ho use or building erected 45 
or established under section 40 of the Act of 1899 to 
demand and take from any person any tolls or charges which 
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but for tliat Order would have been payable by him at his 
option either at such toll-house or building or at any Market of 
the corporation and such tolls and charges were made payable 
by such person and leviable by the corporation accordingly and 
5 it was thereby also enacted that nothing in the Order should 
extend to or affect the payment of any tolls or charges payable 
under any enactment existing at the date of the confirming Act 
in respect of live horses cattle sheep or goats : 

And whereas the said several recited Acts (hereinafter 
10 called the local Acts) are in force in the district : 

And whereas the corporation have erected and established 
several toll-houses and buildings with the necessary weigh- 
bridges and apparatus under the said provision of the Act of 
1899 : 

15 And whereas the corporation have made an application to 
the Local Government Board for Ireland (in this Order referred 
to as “ the Local Government Board ”) for a Provisional Order 
altering the recited provisions of the Local Acts or any other 
provisions thereof or the provisions of any other local Act or 
2 () any Act confirming a Provisional Order in force in the County 
Borough of Belfast in such manner as may be necessary for the 
purposes of the said application : 

And whereas it appears to the Local Government Board 
expedient that certain of the said provisions shall be altered in 
25 manner hereinafter appearing : 

Now therefore We, the Local Government Board in pur- 
suance of the powers given to us by section 205 and section 214 
of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 and of all other 
powers enabling Us in that behalf do hereby order that from 
30 and after the date of the Act confirming this Order the local 
Acts and the confirming Act so far as it relates to the Belfast 
Order 1908 and any other local Act in force as aforesaid shall 
be altered so that the following provisions shall have effect, 
that is to say: — 

35 (1) “ Schedule (E) ” by sections 286 287 and 288 of the 

Act of 1845 annexed to the said Act is hereby repealed and the 
said Schedule and the charges therein shall cease to have effect. 
There shall be substituted for the said “Schedule (E) ” the 
schedule annexed to this Order and herein called “ The New 
40 Schedule (E) ” and it is hereby provided that every reference 
contained in the said sections or otherwise in the said Act or 
in any of the local Acts or in the confirming Jl . ct so far as it 
relates to the Belfast Order 1908 or in any other local Act in 
force as aforesaid to the said “Schedule (E)” or the charges 
45 therein contained shall be read and construed as if the same 
were a reference to “ The New Schedule (E) ” and the com- 
modities and charges contained therein.

{Ireland) Provisional Orders. 

(2) Section 28 of the Act of 1847 shall be amended by- 
inserting after the words “ contained in the Schedule (E) there- 
“ unto annexed ” the words following, that is to say, “ and 
“ any Schedule which may from time to time be substituted 

“ therefor by any Act or Provisional Order.” 5 

(3) Section -10 of the Act of 1899 shall be amended by 
deleting therefrom the words “ save those already authorised by 
“ the Local Acts or to create any liability for toll or charge other 
“ than existing under the Local Acts ” and by substituting for 
the said deleted words the words following that is to say “ save 10 
“ those from time to time authorised by the Local Acts or any 

“ Act or Order amending the same or to create any liability for 
“ toll or charge other than from time to time existing under 
“ the Local Acts or any Act or Order amending the same.” 

(4) The costs and expenses of the corporation and the 15 
Local Government Board incurred in respect to the application 
for preparation making and confirmation of this Order shall be 
paid by the corporation as part of their expenses incurred in 
the execution of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1919. 

(5) This Order may be cited as the Belfast Order 1921. 20 



THE NEW SCHEDULE (E). 



/ Stallages and Charges on Carts, 

For every covered or uncovered shed stall bulk block 
bench trestle standing-place compartment space or station used ' 
by any person for exposing to sale flesh meat cheese bacon 25 
pickled pork fish or any other victuals vegetables fruit glass 
earthenware or other goods article commodity or thing whatso- 
ever (except as herein otherwise specifically charged) the 
following charges per day shall be taken : — 

Not exceeding six feet by five feet uncovered — one qa 
shilling.

Not exceeding twelve feet by five feet covered — three 40 
shillings. 

And in the same proportion for any larger space. 
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For every cart or other vehicle used by any person for A.D. 1921. 
exposing or in which shall be exposed to sale any article ~ 
commodity or thing the following charges per day shall be e -' as ’ 
taken : — 

5 If drawn by one horse one shilling and threepence ; by 

two horses two shillings and threepence. 

If drawn by one other animal ninepence ; by two other 
animals one shilling and threepence. 

If mechanically propelled two shillings and threepence. 



10 Tolls. 

Butter and Buttermilk. 

For every basket parcel or quantity of butter not 
exceeding twelve pounds weight — twopence per day. 

For each additional six pounds — one penny per day. 

15 Buttermilk each rundlet — one penny per day. 



Game and Poultry. 

For poultry including fowls chickens and ducks wild fowls 
pigeons and rabbits videlicet : — 

Not exceeding three couple— threepence per day. 

20 For each additional three couple — threepence per day. 

For every turkey or goose — twopence per day. 

For every head of game — twopence per day. 

For each dozen of all other description of bird— sixpence 
per day. 

25 E 99 s - 

For every basket parcel or quantity of eggs not exceeding 
one dozen - one halfpenny per day. 

For each additional dozen — one halfpenny per day. 



Cattle. 

30 For the exposure to sale of horses or other beasts cattle or 
pigs per day as follows (that is to say) : 

For every horse mare or gelding — eightpence. 

For every mule ass colt filly or foal foiirpence.

For every quantity not exceeding half a bushel or eight 
stones — twopence per day.

Flowers each load — ninepence per day.

For every quantity not exceeding one bushel or score — 
twopence per day. 

For every additional half bushel or half score — one penny 
per day.

In bags or loose each hundredweight — one penny per day. 

In bundles each six bundles or portion thereof — threepence 
per day. 

Fish. 

For all salmon trout turbot mackerel and soles at the 20 
rate of twopence per stone per day. 

All other kinds of fish except shell fish at the rate of 
one penny per stone per day. 

For every box or basket of fish — threepence per day. 

For every barrel of fish — fourpence per day. 25 

For every cartload of fish — one shilling and sixpence per 

day. 

In small boxes (six lbs. each) not exceeding six boxes — 
twopence per day. 

For every description of shell fish at the rate of fourpence 30 
per bushel per day. 

Grain. 

Wheat barley oats rye grass seed &c. each bag not 
exceeding two hundredweight — twopence per day. 

Each additional hundredweight or portion thereof — one 35 
penny per day. 

Meal or flour each bag — fourpence per day. 

Chaff each bag — one penny per day. • 

Chaff each load — one shilling per day. 

Potatoes. 40 

For every bag basket or hamper not exceeding one 
hundredweight — twopence per day. 

Each additional hundredweight or portion thereof — one 
penny per day. 
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Flax and Tow. 

For every quantity not exceeding three hundredweight — 
fourpence per day. 

For every quantity exceeding three hundredweight and not 
5 exceeding ten hundredweight — ninepence per day. 

For every quantity exceeding ten hundredweight and not 
exceeding fifteen hundredweight — one shilling per day. 

Each additional five hundredweight or portion thereof — 
threepence per day. 

10 Weighing and Measuring. 

For weighing every piece of meat or any other article or 
tiling weighing not more than twenty pounds avoirdupois — 
one penny. 

For weighing every piece of meat or other article or thing 
15 weighing more than twenty pounds and not exceeding one 
hundred pounds — twopence. 

And so in proportion for any greater or smaller quantity 
than one hundred pounds weight over and above one hundred 
pounds weight. 

20 For measuring any quantity of goods and things sold by 
measures not exceeding one bushel— one penny. 

And for every bushel beyond two bushels — one penny. 

Weighing Machines. 

For weighing any cart waggon or other vehicle not 
25 exceeding one ton — fourpence. 

And so in proportion for any greater weight than one ton. 

General Tolls. 

For 6very basket hamper parcel or quantity of any other 
goods commodity article or thifig exposed or offered for sale 
30 there not before specifically charged or enumerated or falling 
within any of the preceding heads that is to say : — 

Not containing more than one bushel — twopence per day. 

For every additional bushel — one penny per day. 

The above-mentioned stallages and tolls in the said markets 
35 and fairs to be paid and payable in respect of the occupation of 
any stall bench compartment or space of ground as well as 
by the original taker or occupier thereof for a part or portion 
of the day or space of time as by any subsequent taker or 
occupier of the same for any other part or portion of the day 
40 or space of time.

Provisional Order for Altering certain provisions of 
the JEnnishillen Borough Improvement Act 1870. 

WHEREAS tlie Urban District Council of Enniskillen (in 
this Order referred to as “the council”) are the Urban 5 
Sanitary Authority for the Urban Sanitaiy District consisting 
of the Urban District of Enniskillen : 

And whereas the Enniskillen Borough Improve merit Act 
1870 (in this Order referred to as “ the Act of 1870 ”) is in 
force in the said Urban District : 10 

Aid wnereas it is provided by sub-section (1) of section 
forty-six of the Local Government (Ireland) Act 1898 (in this 
Order referred to as “ the Act of 1898 ”) that the expenses of a 
council of an urban district if incurred in meeting the demands 
of the county council should be defrayed out of the poor rate ; 15 
but by reason of the provisions of section twenty-eight of the 
Act of 1870 doubts have arisen whether the expenses of the 
council so far as incurred in meeting such demands should be 
defrayed out of that rate in accordance with the said provision 
of the Act of 1898 or out of the borough of Enniskillen 20 
improvement rate in accordance with the provisions of the Act 
of 1870 : 

And whereas under section twenty-nine of the Act of .1870 ' 
the total assessment which may be made for the purposes of the 
said improvement rate in any one year is limited to an amount 25 
not exceeding two shillings and sixpence in the pound : 

And whereas the council have made application to the Local 
Government Board for Ireland (in this Order referred to as 
“ the Local Government Boald ”) for a Provisional Order 
repealing section twenty-eight of the Act of 1870 to the intent (50 
that the said doubts may be removed and also amending 
section twenty-nine of the Act of 1870 so as to enable the 
amount of the said total assessment to be increased : 

And whereas it appears to the Local Government Board 
expedient that the. Act of 1870 should be altered in the manner 36 
hereinafter appearing : 

Notv therefore we the Local Government Board in pursuance) 
of the powers given to Us by section two hundred and five. and 
section two hundred and fourteen of the Public Health (Ireland) 

Act 187N and of all other powers enabling Us in that behalf 40 
do hereby order that from and after the date of the Act 
confirming this order the following provisions shall have effect 
that is to say : — 

(1) Section twenty-eight of the Act of 1870 shall be 
repealed. ^5 
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(2) In section twenty-nine of tie Act of 1870 the words 
“ two shillings and sixpence ” shall be repealed and 
the words “seven shillings and sixpence” shall he 
substituted therefor. 

5 (3) The costs and expenses of the council and of the Local 

Government Board incurred in respect of the applica- 
tion for preparation malting and confirmation of this 
Order shall be paid by the council as part of their 
expenses under the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 
10 to 1919. 

(4) This Order may be cited as the Enniskillen Urban 
District Order 1921.

PEMBROKE URBAN DISTRICT. 

Provisional Order to enable the Pembroke Urban 
District Council to put in force the Compulsory 
20 Clauses of the Lands Clauses Acts. 

WHEREAS the Pembroke Urban District Council (in this 
Order referred to as “the Council”) as the road authority for 
the urban . district of Pembroke require to purchase and take 
the lands described in the schedule hereto for the purpose of 
25 providing yard premises stables stores and workshops street 
improvement works and generally in connection with the Public 
Health municipal undertakings of the council : 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board for Ireland 
in pursuance of the powers given to Lis by section 203 of tire 
30 Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 and of any other power 
enabling Us in that behalf do hereby order that from and after, 
the date of the Act confirming this Order the following pro- 
visions shall have effect namely : — 

1. The Council shall be empowered to put in force with 
35 reference to the lands described in the Schedule hereto % and for 
the purposes aforesaid tha powers of the Lands Clauses Acts as 
amended by section 8 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1896 
with respect to the purchase and taking of lands otherwise than 
by agreement or any of them. 

40 2. The costs and expenses of the council and of the Local 

Government Board for Ireland incurred in respect of the appli- 
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cation, for preparation making and confirmation of this Order 
shall be paid by the council as part of their expenses under the 
Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1919. 

3. This Order may be cited as the Pembroke (Public 
Health Municipal Undertakings) Order 1921. 5
